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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 23 
September 2009 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Applicant's amendments to the claims have been fully considered. The claim 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. 101 are withdrawn. Although the claims still recite "one or 
more" media, the amendment specifying "memory media" indicates that the plurality of 
media should be limited to the "combination" of types of statutory physical memory 
media described in page 13: lines 30-31 of the specification. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see pages 15-17, filed 23 September 2009, with respect 
to Claims 1 and 77 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 101 has been withdrawn. As applicant correctly points out in 
the remarks, in the Lee reference, run-level coding is the first step in a two-step 
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encoding process, and so it would be improper to use it as the second step in a two- 
step process, as in the combination with Pirsch in the previous Office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1, 4, 5, 7-12, 14-22, 25-28, 31-33, 68, 69, 72, 73, and 76-98 are 
allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are directed to a novel 1 two-layer run-level encoding and decoding method, in which the 
runs and levels produced by a first run-level coding are again encoded in run-level 
coding. The unexpected result of increased coding efficiency, contrary to expectations 
of those of ordinary skill in the art regarding recursive or iterative coding 2 , is evidence of 
non-obviousness. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance". 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. U.S. Patent 5,381,144 A {Wilson) discloses a run-level coder

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that switches between two VLCs based on a level amount. U.S. Patent 5,640,420 A 
{Jung) discloses a variable-length coding system in which high-frequency DCT 
coefficients and low-frequency DCT coefficients are given separate run-level coders. 
U.S. Patent 6,954,157 B2 (Kadono) disclose a run-level based coding system. U.S. 
Patent Application Publication 2003/0147561 A1 (Faibish) discloses an encoder that 
selectively splits run-level pairs if doing so would reduce a resulting bit rate. U.S. Patent 
Application Publication 2005/0041874 A1 (Langelaar et al.) discloses an encoder that 
selectively discards run-level pairs, particularly those of (-1 , 1 ).
